Wet-voting states have cast+a 
larger share of their votes than 
have those inclining toward the dry 
side, in the Literary Digest’s pro- 
hibition poll thus far. The seventh 
week’s tabulation of the vote, given 


out today, accounts for a total of 
3,705,742, which is slightly more 
than 10 per cent of the total na- 
tion-wide vote in the 1928 presi- 
dential election. The total popular 
vote for the five presidential can- 
didates in 1928 was 36,771,850. 
New Jersey, which is the wet- 
test-voting of the states at the 
present stage of the poll, has cast 
212.569 votes, which is 13.7 per 
cent of its presidential vote of 
1,548,967. Connecticut, next wet- 
test of the states in its voting, has 
cast 15.3 per cent of its 1928 presi- 
dential vote. New York has cast 
11.6 per cent of its presidential 
yote, Pennsylvania 13.9 per cent,

Of these latest 529,770 -yvotes, 
177,064, or 33.4 per cent, are for 
continuation and enforcement -of 
prohibition laws; 154,208, or 29.1 
per cent, are for modification of 
the Volstead law to permit light 
wine and beer; and 198,498, or 37.4 
per cent, are for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

This shows an increase in dry 
yoting, as compared with the per- 
centages of last week’s total, which 
were 28.8 per cent for enforcement, 
29.9 for modification, and 41.7 
for repeal. However, the new fiz- 
ures tnake but a slight change in 
favor of enforcement in the revised 
total percentages, which stand; En- 
forcement, 29.4 per cent; modifi- 
cation, 29.8 per cent, and repeal. 
40.6 per cent. The remaining .2 
of 1 per cent is the sum of further 
decimal points, which are not fig- 
ured here. 

Arkansas, with a lead of 626 for 
enforcement over the combined wet 
proposals, now stands beside Kan- 
sas, Which hae @ more secure dry 
lead, exceeding 10,000. Tennessce, 
which voted dry three weeks ayo, 
and which last week had a wet Icud 
of 621, is now within 93 votes of 
returning to the dry side. Okia- 
homa, which last week was within 
144 of a dry showing, has slipped 
toward the wet proposals, which 
now lead by 279. In North Caro- 
lina, the combined wet proposals 
are 321 ahead.

“Do most of your friends drink, 
moderately, or freely?” “Is it, 
necessary to drink to be popular? on 

Approximately one-third  re- 
ceived no instruction on the effect 
Tydings said, and 
“about one-eig®th of the children 
feel it is no violation of law to buy 
intoxicating liquor.” —

asked, adding: “I never heard tell 
of it.”

Bishop Abbott, who, it was tes-

Dempsey asserted that three- 
fourths of the domestic wheat con- 
sumption was in territory tributary 
to the Erie Canal and that this 
was recognized by the Mid-West 
farmer. He contended that not 
only farm products, but automo- 
biles from Michigan, Ohio and In- 
diana factories could be shipped by 
way of this canal to the eastern 
and southern Atlantic States at a 
lower cost than by any other ex- 
isting means.

Bill to Be Introducéd to Beau- 


The late David R. Francis, for- 
mer Governor of Missouri and Am- 


paite, now valued at $40,000, to the 
city in 1917, when that section of 
the city was a wilderness dotted 
with little farms. Many homes 
have sprung up in the vicinity in 
recent years and subdivision devel- 
vpment indicates the likelihood of 
more dwellings, though as yet there 
are no houses immediately adjoin- 
ing the park. The selghborheod 
has been ftnaccessible, but streets 
are being opened there now. 

It is proposed to start work on 
the park this summer, Pape said. 
The appropriation will take care of 
grading, drainage, planting, sowing 
of grass and construction of paths. 
The work will start around the 
edges of the park, which is about 


high ground, with a fine view of 
the surrounding territory in the 
city and county. Grading will be 
done first, then trees will be 
trimmed, underbrush and weeds 
removed, and next a row of trees 
will be planted all around the bor- 
der. There is a fine patch of woods 
on the western, or Donovan ave- 
nue, side of the park. 


will be designated for a play- 
ground, a wading pool, a baseball 


bond funds, as will a comfort sta- 
tion. Development of the whole 
park is expected to be fairly well 
completed by next year. The tree 
planting probably will take place 
next spring. 

There will be no driveway in 
Francis Park. Pape believes this 
will promote safety, particularly for 
children, and will not inconven- 
ience motorists, as the park covers 
a comparatively small area. He 
anticipates a large development of 
homes in the neighborhood soon. 
The four streets surrounding the 
park will be broad boulevards. 

Bichelberger street is paved west 
from Kingshighway to Hampton 
boulevard, a few blocks east of the 
park. and grading in preparation 
for pavement has been done west to 
the city limits.

PLOTS TO MURDER 
PRESIDENT LEGUM 


First Conspiracy Laid to 
Former Deputy, Second 
to Ex-Senator Whd Are 
Held With 7 Others. 


"ONE ATTACK BLOCKED 
AT CHURCH SERVICE 


Attempts on His Life Dis- 
closed at Chamber Meet- 
ing—State of Siege in 
Several Sections. 

By the Associated Press. 


| LIMA, Peru, April 25.—State of 
siege was in force today in three 


of Callao as the result of two plots 
against the life of President Le- 
guia. Authorities said exceptional 
steps were necessary to prevent 
repetition of the plots and to pun- 
ish those responsible. 
Nine alleged conspirators, includ- 
ing® Dr. Manuel Jesus Urbina, a 
former Deputy, now a member of 
the Iquitos Judicial Court, are un- 
der arrest in connection with the 
first plot, while Enrique de la Pie- 
dra, former Minister and Senator, 
and wealthy landowner in Lam- 
bayeque Depariment, with a serv- 
ant and co-conspirators, is held 
for the second. 
The second plot, disclosed Iiast 
night, was foiled wheh police, sus- 
pecting something amiss, diverted 
the procession in whith the Presi- 
dent marched Good@ Friday from 
the right aisle of the Metropolitan 
basilica to the central aisle. Gre- 
gorio Allende, said to have been 
employed by De ila Piedta to kill 
the President, attracted attention 
to himself in his futile efforts to 
reach the central aisie to carry out 
his task. 
Police followed him and at @ 
cafe saw him in conference with 
others. He was arrested and was 
said to have confessed the entire 
plot, implicating De la Piedra and 
the others. 
A resolution adopted Wednesday 
night in the Chamber of Deputies 
denouncing the plot against the 
President's life disclosed the con- 
spiracies. Dr. Urbina is said to 
have convinced a servant, Umberte 
Pena Olivera, that it was best for 
the country that the President die, 
and to have trained him in the use 
of firearms. 
‘The boy on three occasions, how- 
ever, failed to shout when he saw 
the President. On April 14 police 
discovered a grenade factory which 
was disguised as a mechaniral 
shop, the discovery leading to ar- 
rest of the other conspirators. 
, When arrested Pena Olivera said‘ 
he had killed Urbina’s cousin, Man- 
uel Enrique Urbina, because he in- 
terfered with their plan.

To Los Angeles

PARIS, April 24.—France will 
take 50 athletes to Los Angeles for 
the 1932 Glympic’ Games, pay its 
own way, ask no favor of anyone 
and try to win the marathon. 

Such is the program elaborated 
by Count Clary, president, and 
Frantz-Reichel, general secretary. 

The officjal communique issued 
after the general meeting of the 
committee said: “France will have 
a worthy representation at Los An- 
geles.” 

The Tardieu Government has 
voted an appropriation of 7,000,000 
francs ($280,000) for “Olympic 
preparation and the expenses of 
the French Olympic team to Cali- 
fornia.”’ 

Frantz-Reichel, the organizer of 
the Paris Olympic Games in 1924 
and chief of the French delegation 
to Amsterdam in 1928, said: 

“We owe Americans a debt of 
gratitude for their splendid contri- 
bution to the success of the Paris 
games in 1924. We are thankful 
for an opportunity of repaying this 
debt.

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Suggestions for Menus Which 
Will Make Home Meals 
‘More Interesting. — - 


Sunday claims attention in plan- 
ning the week’s marketing for 
most of us take the opportunity 
of serving a special dinner. There 
is a good selection of a wide vari- 
ety of foodsin the market and gen- 
erally speaking these are fairly 
reasOnable in price so that use can 
be made of such things as straw- 
berries, new potatoes, cucumbers 
and other spring foods without 


feeling unduly extravagant. 

There is no better investment 
that one can make than that of 
putting money into the right kind 
of foods to’ keep and to give the 
family good health. This does not 
mean that extravagance should be 
practiced in’ the buying of food, 
but that it is never a wise plan to 
buy bargains of poor quality foods’ 
or to stint in the food budget if 
order to buy luxuries. 

Tradition has placed chicken on 
the Sunday food list and this week 
plan a roast one for dinner. In 
buying, it will be found more eco- 
nomical to select a chicken that is 
heavy in proportion to its size and 
that weighs about five pounds. 


‘That is, a small rramed, compact 


chiclen has more meat on it than 
a longer, leaner one. Be sure*in 
buying ‘that you ask for a roasting 
chicken. 

Stiff fowl with a mixture of 
two and one-half cups of soft bread 
crumbs, one-half cup finely cut 
celery, one tablespoon minced 
parsley; qgne teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon poultry seasoningg one 
beaten egg and enough hot water 
to moisten. 

Tie the chicken firmly, and 
spread the breast and the legs 
with two tablespoons of butter 
mixed to a paste with three table- 
spoons of flour. Bake in a hot oven 
—450 degrees—for the first 10 
minutes, then reduce the heat to 
375 degrees, cover the chicken and 
continue baking, allowing one and 
one-half hours for a_ five-pound 
chicken. Baste several times un- 
less a regular covered roaster is 
used. 

In cooking fresh peas use just 
enough boiling water to cover them 
and one-half teaspoon sugar and a 
sprig of fresh mint to each three 
cups of shelled peas. Boil for 20 to 
25 minutes. In buying peas, select 
pods that are a fresh green and 
that are plump and full. 

The chicken used for Sunday 
dinner will supply soup for one 
more meal and if the ‘family is 
small—say two or three people— 
it will make several other meals as 
well. Cut the left-over meat from 
the. chicken bones and put the 
bones in a saucépan with a hand- 
ful of celery leaves, one _ sliced 
onion, two teaspeons of salt ani 
enough cold water to just cover. 
Simmer for an hour, then strain. 

For chicken bouillon stir a half 


allowing two tablespoons to three 
cups of stock. 

The chicken meat may be 
creamed for Tuesday Mght dinner 
and served with a border of boiled 
rice. If there is still any left over 
utilize it in the stuffed peppers 
served on Wednesday. Otherwise, 
chopped tongue, ham or a mixture 
of rice and cheese may be used for 
the peppers. 

When it is not convenient or pos- 
sible to make chicken soup or the 
other varieties mentioned in this 
week’s menu, there are very excel- 


lent canned soups that may be uséd.

“Last year’s derby from Los An- 
geles to Cleveland was a thriller for 
me,” she said.

For 
the first time since the race started 
I had my motor going full throttle. 

“Thirty miles from Pecos, Texas. 
the next landing place, I smelled 
smoke. I was flying at 2000 feet 
and had been pushing the motor 
harder than usual so I throttled it 
down a bit but the smoke got 
worse and soon filled the cockpit, 
blotting out the instrument board. 

“My first thought was of Dew- 
ey's advice. He had said to jump 
in my parachute if the plane 
caught fire, but I reflected that 
that would put me out of the 
derby. Then remembered his 
other words, ‘if you get a good 
chance, side slip all the way down 
to keep’the fire out of your face.’ 
So I slipped the ship downward. 

“All I could see below was des- 
ert and mesquite. This awful stuff 
is scrubby and sturdy and covered 
with long thorns. Sometimes it is 
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as high as six feet. As there was 
no place else to land, I pancaked 
from about 10 feet and came down 
it a clump of it. There was a 
crunching noise, like the breaking 
of chicken bones, as the mesquite 
tore the fabric and braces. Smoke 
surged into the cockpit and en- 
veloped me. 

“I fumbled blindly on the floor 
for the fire extinguisher, but it 
wouldn't budge from the rack. 
Finally. with a terrific jerk Il 
pulled out the extinguisher, rack 
and all, but the thing was useless 
because I couldn’t get the rack 
away from ¥ I tossed it out in 
disgust.
